GOLDBUG T,IKS ABOUT THK SILVBR 


DOLL.AK. 


The Washington Po«(, published al- 


most in the shadow of the While 
House, is not deterred from telling 
the 
truth 
about the silvei dollar 


through fear of Ozar Reed or BOBB 
Hanna. It tells such great metropoli- 
tan dailies as the New York fiivn, World 
and Post, that they deliberately state 
what is not true when they say the 
silver dollar is worth but 40 13 cents. 
They kaow that the silver dollar, bear- 
ing the stamp of the United States, is 
worth 100 cents, and that it is a legal 
tender for that amount and that it will 
be received at that value by the Gov- 
ernment. Says the Post. 


"It is very unfortunate, though in 


view of the closing of the world's mints 
to the white metal it is entirely logiua 
and inevitable, that the bullion value 
o£ silver should decline so sharply 
The uses of silver, save for money, are 
very limited. Like gold, silver has lit 
tie intrinsic value—that h to say, it is 
susseptible of conversion into very few 
agents of practical utility. A man cas' 
away upon an uninhabited island anc 
finding there a ton of viigin silver 
would cheerfully exchange the whole 
treasure for a frying pan, a jack-knife 
01- an iron spoon. The Klondike argo 
nants, should they suddenly be cut off 
forever from intercourse v/ith civiliza 
tion, would be glad to give all tbei 
gold for an ax apiece or the means o 
procuring simple food. The intrinsi 
value of these metals is very slight 
They are of no use whatever to man in 
a state of nature, and to organize: 
society, outside of coinage, they stand 
for little more than ornament am 
luxury. 


"It follows, therefore, that in cloain 


the mints to silver the world has d: 
vested silver of nine-tenths of its utilit 
and value. The same result would fo] 
low n similar action with reference t 
gold. Neither metal would be in an 
serious demand or bring any consider 
able price if the nation should, b 
common consent, destroy their mone 
attribute. 


"The fact about silver is that, BO Ion 


as it remains excluded from the world 
mints, its bullion value must depre 
ciate, but it is not true—it is absurdl 
and impudently false—that the vain 
of the stamped coin has declined, o 
that it can decline so long as the natio 
which has stamped it continues to b 
solvent. The silver dollar will buy jus 
as much now as it did ten years ago 
It will buy 100 cents worth. These Ne 
York newspapers, with the possible e.\ 
ception of the World, know that it wil 
and are striving only to confuse tb 
public mind and to disseminate a lie.

fELT BY RABBIT NERVE. 


Llfele» Arm Restored by Graft from 


Freshly Killed Animal. 


To have the sense of touch and power 


of action restored ia the lower half of 
a lifeless aim is the experience recently 
bestowed on an English gardener. The 
ease is noted in the British Medical 
Journal and has attracted widespread 
attention in Europe, 
The upper and 


inner half of the right ann was severed 
with a scythe. The artery was ligated 
and the two ends of the divided nerve 
sutu- ed. 


In the absence of more suitable tissue 


the spinal cord of a rabbit just killed 
was used as a graft to connect the ends 
of the median nerve, the inserted core 
lying loose and quite free from tension 
when finally placed in position. Fine 
catgut sutures were used throughout 
Eleven days after the operation the pa- 
tient could feel the scratch of a pin on 
the flexor aspect of the first phalanx o: 
the thumb, as well as at the root of the 
index finger. He could tell when the 
hairs on the back of the first phalanges 
of the ring and little lingers 
were 


touched, but could not feel the scratcl 
of a pin in that situation. Seven dnyi 
later sensation had returned over the 
whole of the palmar surface of the 
thumb and tlie proximate phalanx o: 
the ind«x hnger. 


After an interval of 10 days sensation 


seemed to be creeping slowly along th 
first finger and to be present over th 
whole of the palmar area supplied b; 
the median nene and extending down 
as far as the web of tho fingers anil 
short distance along the middle ringer 
The muscles presented csidfnccs o 
gradual de\elopment and the genera 
nutrition of the hand improved, one 
soon the hand was "ns good as new."

Leaving tho McLear home, H drive of 


about a mile brings the visitor to the 
splendid farms and dairies of H. Nese- 
man, an old settler in Mohawk Valley, 
and his son P. J, Neseman. The res- 
pective farms and buildings (ire situa- 
ted opposite uach other on tho main 
travelled! road and show thrift and 
careful management. Hay io the prin- 
cipal product of the fanue, while a good 
sized cieaniery is maintained and large 
quantities of butter is put up for ship 
niant. Near tho Neseman farms, is lo- 
cated tho little "Bed School House 
where the children of the vallny receive 
the first principles of their education. 


A half mile more and the King place 


is reached. This is also a model farm 
and dairy and is carried on by Mrs. 
King, a good old fashioned German 
lady, who gives a hearty welcome to 
the visitor. 
She is assisted by her 


cousin, H. Thielbar, who is also p. part- 
ner in the general business connected 
with the farm and dairy. 


Mrs. King is an excellent manager 


and every detail about the place comes 
under her personal supervision. The 
creamery is the main feature and the 
skimming room, chnrn room, cellar 
and tub manufactory, with a view to 
practical convenience, shows careful 
planning and thorough completion of 
the plant. The motive power for the 
mroenso chum is furnished by a large 
water wheel. A stream of cold moun- 
:nin water rushes through a flume that 
s set just below the floor of the churn 
room. Every inch of the wood-work 
n this room is scoured and polished 
until it looks as if coated with enamel. 


A summer kitchen nearathani fitted 


with a large range and boiler and other 
conveniences to heat water for scalding 
and washing the pans, buckets and 
other utensils about the dairy, is not 
only a surprise to tho visitor as he sees 
;he water dashing through it, but when 
the various appurtenances, such as 
tubs, dry racks and a dozen other ap- 
pliances are shown aud their useful- 
ness explained, he cannot but wonder 
how they were all thought of. A step 
and the shop is found where the butter 
tubs, of various sizes, are made by a 
son of Mrs. King.
